lost sight of him a few minutes later 
at Menlo Park, and there was no fur- 
ther news of him until the telegraph 
wires brought the brief news: "Ham- 
ilton stuck in the swamps at Ferlh 
Arnboy." 


Fuller advices later established that 


Hamilton had landed on the south 
shore of the Rarltnn river, two miles 
above Perth Amboy. His descent was 
deliberate and he was not hurt, nor did 
It appear at first sight that his aero- 
plane was in any way damaged. 


One Cylinder Net Working. 


The fact is thnt Hamilton had made 


his journey from Governor's Island to 
Philadelphia with but seven cylinders

The total round trip distance Is th« 
lon"cst flight ever made by an avlitor, 
exceeding the record flights of Curtlss 
and Paulhans. 


Hamilton's fllffht .was spectacular 


from start to finish and his arrival at 
Philadelphia was the signal for an en-

The firemen, promptly on 
hand, could make little Impression on 
the Increasing flames. Cries of the 
buried victims rose over the shouts of 
the firemen and the

rescuced. 


Rescue Work Fails. 


The police headed a volunteer party 


which, protected by a water curtain, 
formed hy streams from firo hose, tried 
to enter the building-.

Trespassing on rallron-d property In 


rUUUoa of the law has caused th 


deaths of more tian 50.000 people In 
the United States in the last eleven 
years. In this same period more than 
55,000 trespassers have been injured. 


With a. view of reducing to a mini- 


mum the practice of trespassing on its 
property, • the 
Pennsylvania, railroad 


has determined to redouble its efforts 
to se'cure on Its lines that rigid en- 
forcement of the law against trespass- 
ng wljlieh In foreign countries has done 
o much to decrease the number of 
atalltles resulting from trespassing. 


In 1907 the Pennsylvania inaugurated 
vigorous campaign against trespass^ 


ng, and, due doubtless to this, the 
number of trespassers killed In 1908 
vas only -757. In 1909, 732 lost their 
Ives in this way. In the eleven years 
prior to January 1st, 1910, exactly 7,972 
leople who were on the Pennsylvania 
railroad's right-of-way in willful viola- 
tion of the law, in suite of thousands o 
warning signs along the railroad, wen 
killed. 
It is thus seen that In thi 


eleven years an average ot two tres 
passers a -day have been killed on 
Pennsylvania railroad property. Thi 
long deat',1 roll Is every year charged 
up to the railroad even thouarh these 
people are killed aa a result of their 
violating the law and under conditions 
over which the company has no con- 
trol.

Tb.erp are plenty of earthly cisterns 


that are -being shattered, or are run- 
ning dry. 'The chief thing in the cis- 
tern was money, and that has leaked 
away. 
The bags that hold a rich, 


man's money are "lull of holes." While 
he is sleeping, the fire may consume 
his warehouse, the gales may wreck 
his ships, or bis stocks and bonds may 
be dwindling toward worthlessness. 
I once overtook and walked In a New 
York street with a man who in former 
days had been a financial king; I talk- 
ed with him out of sheer compassion, 
for he looked BO lonesome and no- 
body j noticed him.

It is not really necessary for anyone's 
health or happiness of heart that he 
should have a handsome house, or a 
large bank account, or a luxurious 
table, or high social rank, or any of 
those' things "for which the Gentiles 
seek." There are certain possessions, 
however, that are indispensable to 
bur happiness; they are peace of mind, 
a oleor conscience, the forgiveness of 
our sins, the taror of God, the chance 
to be more or less useful, and that 
Infinite wealth that is summed up in 
having .Toaus Christ in our souls.

Certainly culture cannot be th" mere 
acquisition of knowledge, nor even the 
training; Involved In its acquisition. Tt 
td entirely possible for a man to know 
«n enormous number of facts while he 
himself remains a boor or a phlllstlne. 
Culture Is not synonomous with de- 
portment or behavior, for a man may 
have very perfect manners- and llttl<: 
r<yi1 
culture. 
Here 
Is a definition 


which 
may 
lack something of con- 


creteness hut which is, I think, rela- 
tively true; 
Culture Is the fragrance 


of education. Tt Is an attitude of mind, 
a certain temper or spirit which re- 
•x-eals Itself as the odor of a field of 
clover reveals itself—silently but un- 
mistakably. 
Tt may he necessary "•"- 


casionally for a man to tell you that 
he Is n. college graduate, but It is never 
necessary for n rnan to say to you 
that as the result of his education 
there has come to him a certain cul- 
ture. Culture when it exists at. all is 
.so apparent that it needs no ndvertise- 
'ment. It Is such a subtle quality that 
•'.few of those v.-ho possess It. could re- 
-veal the road that led to It. Moreover, 
the glory of the ,finest culture is that

For consider that the fundamental 


aim of the instruction which wo re- 
ceive in high school and college is not 
so much to impart knowledge as to 
cultivate the student. To enable the 
scholar to become his best self; 
to 


draw forth all tlje latent powers and 
capacities; to train his mind so that 
he will think correctly and clearly: so 
that he can free himself o£ the slavery 
to passion and prejudice and distin- 
guish between the false and the true, 
the mediocre and the meritorious— 
this Is the object of every true teacher.
